Oklahoma’s Biggest Man-

After Sleepless Week. | 


BOSWELL, Okla., July 21.—(/) 
Two iron-nerved hostages caught 


their two prison-breaking kidnap- 
ers literally napping today and 
shot down the elusive gunmen 
who had led pursuers on a week’s 
chase that involved bloodhounds 
and nearly 1,000 officers. 

Fred Tindol was killed and Roy 
“Pete” Traxler, his companion in 
escape from a Texas prison farm, 
was seriously wounded when the 
captives turned their own pistols 


on them. 

The dramatic end to Oklahoma’s 
biggest manhunt was. brought 
about by Frank Trimmer, 50-year- 
old farmer, and J. E. Denton, 44, 
oil field worker. 

Art in Concert. 

Acting, they said, without pre- 
arrangement but in perfect con- 
cert, the two men seized their 
captors’ pistols as the automobile 
in which they had been carried 
for a wild ride over Oklahoma sat 
beside a road near here. Both 
fugitives, worn from a sleepless 
week on the dodge, subsisting on 
Whisky and narcotics, apparently 
dozed. 

Denton said he snatched Tin- 
dol’s pistol from the desperado’s 
lap and shot him, then turned the 
weapon on Traxler. Trimmer si- 
multaneously grabbed Traxler’s 
pistol and started firing. 

Traxler, in a Hugo, Okla., hos- 
pital, was reported tonight to be 
in fair condition. 

Governor James V. 

said tonight he would ask 
extradition of Traxler if the des- 
perado does not waive custody 
proceedings. 

Simultaneously, United States 
District Attorney C. A. Summers 
said at Muskogee charges of har- 
boring a fugitive had been filed 
against Traxler’s wife, who was 
captured yesterday after Tindol 
and her husband had fought off 
officers and fled into the Washita 
river bottoms. He also said an old 
Dyer act case against her would 
be pushed. 

“Never Hurt Anybody.” 

“We never hurt anybody,” Trax- 
ler mumbled as he tossed on his 
hospital cot. “All we wanted was 
to get away.” 

“T hated to do it,” said Trimmer. 
“T wish there had been some other 
way out. But I figured that if the 
officers caught us all in the car 
they would shoot. It was either 
their life or ours.” 

“Traxler told Trimmer to pull 
up at the roadside,” said Denton, 
“and we would wait until it got 
dark. When we stopped I looked 
at Tindol and he was looking out 
the window. 

“His gun was right beside me 
and I grabbed it and shot him un- 
der the arm. Trimmer shot about 
the same time. but I couldn’t tell

Chinese Say Next 24 
Hours Will Determine

TIENTSIN, July 21.—(4)—Chi- 
nese troop withdrawal from the 
Wanpinghsien battle zone west of 
Peiping tonight eased Sino-Japa- 
nese tension in North China. 

Two weeks after conflict broke 
out in the area, almost all soldiers 
of the Chinese 29th army were 
evacuated under an agreement 
calling also for withdrawal of 
Japanese troops. 

Chinese said late tonight that 
the next 24 hours may tell wheth- 
er the Japanese will fulfill their 
part of the bargain or attempt to 
occupy the demilitarized zone. 

Will Give Japanese Control. 

They declared such occupation

(of the northern terminal of the 
'strategic Peiping-Hankow railroad. 
_ The Sino-Japanese understand- 
ing provided for withdrawal of 
Japanese troops after Chinese 
regulars in the area had been re- 
placed by officers entrusted with 
maintenance of civil order.

When 
any such proposals may arise, my 
first duty will be to study them.

IN WAGE REGULATION 


Committee Says Federal 
Control Should Embrace 
Retail Store Workers. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(UP} 
The house labor committee voted 


in secret session today to extend 
the federal regulation of wages 
and hours proposed: in the admin- 
istration’s labor standards bill to 
employes of local retail stores, it 
was revealed by Representative 
Robert Ramspeck, Democrat, 
Georgia. 

Ramspeck said the motion to 
bring in retail stores was offered 
by Representative Albert Thomas, 
Democrat, Texas, and that the 
vote was “very close.” 

“It is an attempt by the com- 
mittee to apply federal control to 
local retailers” Ramspeck ex- 
plained. “There still is a legal 
question as to whether the fed- 
eral wage and hour board could 
bring such groups under the act 
but they could at least try to 
do it.” 

He said he opposed the provi- 
sion and _ predicted it ultimately 
would have to be decided in the 
courts. 

Ramspeck also said the commit- 
tee agreed tentatively to exempt

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THE THREAT TO LAW AND ORDER 

The significant feature of the inquest in 
Chicago into the deaths of ten persons in the 
steel strike riot on last Memorial Day is not the 
verdict, which declared the killings “justifiable 
homicides.” but in the reaction of those dis- 
satisfied with the jury's findings. 

Following announcment of the verdict, Nich- 
olas Fontecchio, district director for the SWOCc, 
the steel workers’ affiliate of the CIO, declared: 
“So it’s justifiable to kill our people. We didn’t 
expect any more from that outfit. They kill 
our people and it’s their own court, so you 
couldn’t expect them to convict themselves.” 

Thus, before the echoes of the verdict had 
died in the courtroom, brazen contempt for the 
established courts is uttered. 

Whether or not the verdict of justifiable 
homicide brought in by a jury of six unem- 
ployed American Legion members was in full 
accordance with the evidence is of far less im- 
portance than the threat to law and order con- 
tained in such expressions. 

Conflicting testimony as to which side pre- 
cipitated the first violence was introduced in 
the hearing, the union being represented by 
four attorneys. Then the six-man jury brought 
in its verdict of “justifiable homicide,” ex- 
onerating the accused police. 

Thurlow Lewis, one of the union attorneys, 
reflected similar sentiments to those of Fon- 
tecchio in his comment. He said, “Chicago 
still looks on it with different eyes than the 
rest of the world.” 

Such outspoken contempt of the duly con- 


stituted courts is one of the greatest menaces 


facing America today. 

The foundation of society rests upon respect 
for the law and for the courts that administer 
that law. Freedom of speech stops when it in- 
fringes upon the integrity of the courts and 
when it inflames the mob spirit against orderly 
findings of the law. 

Anarchy is the inevitable result of disre- 
spect for law. The judiciary must stand invio- 
late from mob influence and political expedi- 
ency, whether it be represented in a coroner’s 
jury or in the supreme court of the United 
States. 


Otherwise the entire social fabric faces col- 
lapse and mob rule will follow. 


ONE YEAR OF SPANISH HISTORY 


The present civil conflict in Spain reached, 
last Sunday, the end of its first year. To the 
contemporary world of onlookers it has been a 
year of horror piled on shock. The atrocities 
committed have startled even a world accus- 
tomed to the terrors of modern warfare, and 
the name of Spaniards has assumed added sig- 
nificance for cruelty the civilized world deems 
inhuman. 

Yet, the year of internecine strife is but one 
more page in the history of a country that 
reeks with strange passions and violent epi- 
sodes. A country with a history strangely com- 
pounded of fierce hatreds and artistic achieve- 
ment. 

It was Spain that wrote into the records of 
man the bloody, flaming record of the inquisi- 
tion. It was, on the other hand, Spain that gave 
to the world of ancient Latin letters such men 
as the two Senecas, Lucan, Martial, Quintilian 
and others. 

It was a Spaniard, Cortez, who perpetrated 
the most sanguinary extermination of a peo- 
ple, the Aztecs of old Mexico, and it was Spain 
who gave to a delighted world Saavedra de 
Cervantes, the author of “Don Quixote.” 

A people whose wants are simple, they have 
developed indolence, in everyday life, into a 
mational charactéristic. Yet, there is in the 
national character a strange mixture of en- 
thusiasm, an enthusiasm too easily translated 
into extravagances or excesses when their en- 
thusiasm is aroused for a cause. This, probably, 
accounts for the weird conduct of their present 
civil war. ; 

It is, perhaps, due to the strange mixtures 
of racial blood that are the heritage of the 
race that their easily aroused passions, their 
frequent conflicts, may be attributed. A people 
compounded of such antagonistic breeds may 
be expected to flare into combat on slight 
provocation. 

The Spaniards proper, the proud descendants 
of Castile, for instance, spring from a mixture 
ef ancient aborigines, Romans, Visigoths, Van- 
dals and Suevi. The very racial names, Visigoths 
and Vandals, have come to denote fierce and 
ruthless fighting men. 

There are other races intermingled. There

All these discordant elements have contrib- 
uted to the Spanish people of today. 

It is no wonder that from such a turbulent 
land have come dons whose names are synony- 
mous with chivalry and courage, hidalgos whose 
lives personified pride, and cutthroats who have 
hesitated at no barbarity to advance their 
cause. 

Nor is it surprising that, when they war 
against.each other today, they make it routine 
regulations to kill helpless prisoners and count 
as a victory the butchery of defenseless women 
and children in unprotected towns.

A GOOD BASEBALL WRITER 
(From the Chattanooga News.) 

“IT can do no other.”—Martin Luther in speech 
at.Diet of Worms. 

“God helping her, she (America) can do no 
other.”—Woodrow Wilson in war speech to con- 
gress, April 2, 1917. 

“Hell is paved with great granite blocks hewn 
from the hearts of those who say ‘I can do no 
other.’ "—Heywood Broun in syndicated column, 
January 20, 1934. 

Thus Mr. Broun in his clever way took a pot 
shot at those who think they cannot compromise. 
And then, as president of the American News- 
paper Guild, Mr. Broun went to the St. Louis 
convention and ‘forced acceptance of all his own 
policies. He could do no other. 

The guild probably wonders whether it is for- 
tunate or unfortunate in its leader. Mr. Broun’s 
energy, his plugging and cleverness undoubtedly 
are largely responsible for the existence of the 
guild. But by forcing the guild to favor a farmer- 
labor party, to declare officially in sympathy with 
one faction in the Spanish revolution, and to go 
over to the CIO, he has already caused demands 
for a referendum among rank and file of the 
guild on these questions. The Columbus (Ohio) 
unit, the Washington unit and others are now 
preparing for such a referendum. 

Mr. Broun, of course, submits to the referen- 
dum. He can do no other. 

Mr. Heywood Broun is witty and clever. He 
is, however, a sort of a bulky Peter Pan, who has 
never grown up from his baseball cubship days. 
With the possible exception of Ring Lardner, 
there has been no more delightful writer of base- 
ball and football pieces in our day. But when 
his newspaper thought to make him dramatic 
critic, he used his well-known sarcasm on one of 
Ethel Barrymore's plays. Miss Barrymore,. in 
high dudgeon, went to the paper and protested 
against it, “sending a baseball writer to appraise 
her art.” 

Mr. Broun did some good writing during war 
days, but after the war he was called back to do 
football games. He acted in two or three revues 
in New York and some critics said that as an 
actor he was a good baseball writer. 

- For many years Mr. Broun has been a Fal- 
staffian Don Quixote, tilting at whatever wind- 
mill came within his range. All of his parlor 
pink ideas he seems to have put on the backs of 
his reporters’ union. And the guild apparently 
is beginning to wonder if, as a maker of policy 
for newspaper men of all sorts of political and 
social views, Mr. Heywood Broun is fot still a 
good baseball writer.

Democratic leadership, succeeding 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas. 
Barkley obtained much of his | 
support from among backers of | 
the Roosevelt bill. By the breath- 
taking margin of a single vote he 
defeated Senator Harrison, of Mis- 
sissippi, backed generally by the 
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opponents of the bill. The vofe 
was 38 to 37. Soon afterward, 
President Roosevelt called both to 
the White House for a significant 
conferenee. 

Significant Gesture. 

At the capitol it was regarded 
as of the utmost significance that 
Garner, instead of sending fo: 
Wheeler, went himself to the Mon- 
tanan’s office. Their conference 
was brief and to the point. Gar- 
ner emerged after 20 minutes, 
joked with reporters and left. 

Judiciary Committee Meets. 

Majority Leader Barkley, of 
Kentucky, announced that the sen- 
ate judiciary committee would 
meet tomorrow morning for an 
“informal discussion of the court 
bill situation.” 

He made the anouncement after 
leaving the office of Vice Presi- 
‘dent Garner. 

“At the suggestion of the vice 
president, Senator Wheeler and 
| myself, ” he said, “Senator Ashurst 
ihas called a meeting of the judi- 
iciary committee for tomorrow 
| morning for an informal discus- 
sion of the court bill situation.” 

The majority leader said he 

“assumed” Wheeler, not a member 
of the judiciary committee, would 
attend the committee conference. 

The caucus which - Senator 
‘Wheeler held with his colleagues 
developed, participants said, a 
united sentiment that the first 
move must be to sweep the Roose- 
velt measure off the senate docket 
by sending it back to the judiciary 
committee. 

“If this bill goes back to com- 
mittee,” Wheeler said, “we are 
'willing to work out a bill dealing 
with procedure in the lower 
courts.” 

Opposition ‘Gathers. 


| Nearly a score of opposition sen- 
ators gathered late in the day in 
Wheeler’s office to discuss the new 
turn in the situation and the terms 
'on which they are willing to settle. 

Wheeler came to the meeting 
| from from a second conference 
with Garner, attended also by Sen- 
ator Ashurst, Democrat, Arizona, 
‘chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee, and Senator Bailey, Democrat, 
North Carolina, an opponent of the 
bill. All declined to say what had 
happened.

| Leading senate opponents of the 
administration court bill met in

presumably to discuss drafting a 
compromise measure which would 
provide for no change in the su- 
head: court. 

Plans to Write Bill. 

The plan to write such a bill 
“was announced by Senator Wheel- 
er earlier in the day after the 
conference with Garner. 

Wheeler later held a second con- 
ference with Garner but declined 
to discuss its purpose or results. 
|Also in the second meeting were 
Chairman Ashurst, Democrat, Ari- 
zona, of the senate judiciary com- 
mittee, and Senator Bailey, Dem- 
ocrat, North Carolina. 

Earlier reports of a possible 
drastic modification of the admin- 
istration’s court measure spread 
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among senators simultaneously 


with the election of -Barkley to 


be the new Democratic leader. 
Wheeler’s statement was the first 


Thint that the foes of the bill would 


submit an alternative for the pres- 
idential program. 

The foes said, meanwhile, that 
administration leaders had agreed 
to lay aside the pending court bill 
until next week to give them a 
chance td work out another bill. 
Later, they said, it will be decided 
whether to send the administra- 
tion bill back to the committee or 
make the substitution on the floor. 

Senator John H. Overton, Dem- 
ocrat, Louisiana, said today the 
reason he suggested “noncommit- 
ed” senators urged recommittal 
of the supreme court bill was be- 
cause he saw the Democratic 
party “split in twain, and _ its 
future success jeopardized.” 

Urges Recommittal. 

Overton made his suggestion 

yesterday. 

“To me, the unity and success 
of the Democratic party comes be- 
fore the consideration of any pro- 
gram that might be offered, how- 
ever high its source,” he said. 

Overton, .commenting on the 
court fight for the first time, said 
he kept silent in hope of modifi- 
cation, or that “some measure, 
preferably a constitutional amend- 
ment, would be substituted which 
would be acceptable to a large ma- 
jority of the Democratic senators 
and representatives and our peo- 
ple.” 

Conclusion Confirmed. 

He said when the President’s 
first court: proposal was made he 
concluded it would not be enacted. 
He added that the President’s re- 
cent letter to Senator Barkley con- 
firmed his conclusion. 


BARKLEY WELL KNOWN 
IN GEORGIA CIRCLES 

Senator Alben W. Barkley, new- 
ly chosen leader of the Democratic 
forces in the United States senate, 
is well known in Atlanta and 
Georgia. 

He has made two public ad- 
dresses in Georgia in the interest 
of the Democratic party. 

In 1932 he appeared before the 
Georgia state Democratic execu- 
tive committee meeting in Macon 
on invitation of Lawrence S. 
Camp, who is now district attorney 


for the northern district of Geor- 


gia. 

Again in 1935 he addressed a 
Jackson Day gathering in Atlanta, 
and his statesmanlike treatment of 
national questions and issues won 
him many admirers. 

Both times, he championed 
President Roosevelt and the na- 
tional policies of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. President Roosevelt 
had been nominated but not elect- 
ed when he first came to Georgia, 
but he advocated Mr. Roosevelt. 
In his last address here he praised 
accomplishments of the admin- 
istration.

ed Emory College when it was lo- 
cated at Oxford, Ga., entering 
there when he was 19 years old in 
1896.

“T have never seen this squirrel 
engaged in hoarding up food. The 
stores saved by the Mexican wood- 
‘pecker are taken by it whenever 
found. The woodpecker and the 
squirrel have quarrels over the 
stealing of nuts which the wood- 
pecker has stored in the pine bark, 
They scold each other soundly.”

_ These soap box cars merely illustrate the change in the 
mind of the boy of today. No one builds wagons any more.

So, the ‘‘wagons”’ have developed the form of racing 
motors. They have become things upon which paint 
and skill have been expended.

In the days when you built your “wagon,”’ there was noth- 
ing ahead but a coast down the hill. Or perhaps the thrill of 
hitching up a malodorous goat and letting him be the goat and 
pull the wagon. 

Ahead of the winner here, and the winners in other 
sections, is a trip to the National derby with a chance at 
the grand prize—four years at any college. There are 
sO many prizes it seems impossible every boy won’t re- 
ceive something. Certainly most of them do.

PLANT QUARANTINE 
HINGES ON PARLEY 


Experts To Decide Need To 
Check Argentine Weevil 
at Meeting Here. 


Findings in a survey to deter- 
mine extent of .Argentine weevil 
ravages on Florida and Alabama 
cotton fields and necessity for in- 
voking a quarantine such as Geor- 
gia has proposed will be report- 
ed here Monday to a meeting of 
the Southern Plant Board. 

Such a quarantine was suggest- 
ed at a meeting of entomologists 
at Florala, Ala., by Milledge Mur- 
phey, of the Georgia Bureau of 
Entomology. 

Georgia Asks Protection. 

The Florala conference of ex- 
perts from four states developed 
that Georgia had requested “full 
protection” and other states had 
asked their congressman to insist 
upon a federally financed control 
and eradication campaign. 

Discovered more than two yéars 
ago but only recently identified, 
the Argentine weevil was describ- 
ed by Dr. J. H. Montgomery, Flor- 
ida quarantine officer, as a “na- 
tional problem.” The pestis 
found in large numbers in cotton 
fields, but also attacks beans, corn 
and other crops. 

Murphey predicted that unless 
immediate control measures are 
taken “at least 10 counties” would 
be invaded next year. Several! 
entomologists agreed the wingless| 
bug from South America normally | 
would spread a mile or less eacn | 
year, but that new areas would be | 
affected if larvae were carried! 
from one section to another on—| 
for instance—sugar cane roots. 


At present, the weevil has been 
found only in Walton and Oska- 
loosa counties, Florida, and Cov- 
ington county, Alabama. 

W. A. Ruffin, entomologist of 
the Alabama agricultural exten- 
sion service, advised against farm- 
ers from non-infested areas visit- 
ing fields in the invested counties 
lest they inadvertantly carry back 
eggs, larvae or adults in their 
clothing or automobiles. 


Matter for Government. 

Ruffin said if any quarantine 
is established “it should be a fed- 
eral quarantine, because it is a 
problem of vital interest to the 
whole south.” 

C. H. Young and C. D. Green. 
United States entmologists, opened 
a laboratory at Florala two weeks 
ago to study the new plant pest, 
about which they said little “was 
known. George L. Harris, direc-~ 
tor of the plant industries divisior 
of the Alabama department of ag- 
riculture, described the bug as 
“potentially a greater menace than 
the boll weevil.” 

All adults gathered thus far are 
females, the experts said, indicat- 
ing the bug is parthenogenetic, or 
self-propagating. The larvae feed 
on the roots and underground 
stems of almost any plant, while 
the adults eat tender leaves. 
Studies are being continued of the 
insect’s life cycle and efforts are 
being made to perfect control 
measures.
